mic eoldiere; and never Lave they 
had the same aid and support on 
the economic side ae they exe now 
having’on the military side. 

A State is jadged in a com- 
manity of Biater, not by what it 
does in its interior economy ‘so 
much as by what ita policies and 
lack of policies are towards other 
States.” In our case wo aro 
anfortanately quite often wrong- 
fully jadged by foreigners becaace 
they take oar State Foreign Ber- 
vice sa being representative of the

A Feudal Affair. 

The British Forsiga Office is} 
the last relic of feadsliem thst 
exists to-day in the Britieh con-' 
stitation. Uncontrolled by-Parl-: 
iament, free to contract sgres-' 
mentd and treaties behind the. 
country’a back, to barter away the 
country’s open markets, to make 
peace, and—by ita lack of jadg- 
jment and ancontrolled initiative 
j—to make war; to mesa, mer 
jand wmoaddle; to edit trade 
reports to ‘suit ita Jack of 
policy; to dictate feudal ideas; 
and to uphold the Livine zight 
theory, Itie manned by geatle- 
men of high degree, few of whom 
have any practical experience of 
the cosnomic battle which all 


tained ones, are this day bound to 
fight; directed not unusually by 
those who have seldom {ravelled 
or atudied foreign necessities and 
foreign economics-~and it sole ae 
the representative of the British 
people in the courts of all the 
world ! ;
